III. Claims 19-28, drawn to displaying selected types of insurance associated with an 
insured, classified in class 705, subclass 4. 

IV. Claims 29-32, drawn to comparing insurance policy information with insurance 
requirements for a job and generating a certificate of insurance, classified in 
class 705, subclass 4. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I - IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as issuing a 
certificate of insurance in response to a request for the certificate of insurance arid a security 
check with regard to the request. Invention II has separate utility such as generating a 
certificate of insurance by forming a complete sentence based upon received text to be entered 
into a remarks box within a requested certificate. Invention III has separate utility such as 
associating selected types of insurance with an insured and displaying only the selected types 
of insurance. Invention IV has separate utility such as associating a set of insurance 
requirements with a job and generating a certificate of insurance including the results of a 
comparison between the insurance requirements and insurance policy information. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for each invention is not required for the other, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

4. No telephone communication need be made where the requirement for a restriction is 
complex, the application is being prosecuted by the applicant pro se, or the examiner knows 
from past experience that an election will not be bade by telephone. See MPEP § 812.01. In 
the present instance, it is deemed that the restriction is complex enough to require a written 
explanation of the distinction between the inventions.
